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REMARKS 

At the outset, the Examiner is thanked for the review and consideration of the 
pending application. The Office Action dated May 4, 201 1 has been received and its contents 
carefully reviewed. 

Claims 1, 8, 9, and 14 are hereby amended. No new matter has been added. 
Accordingly, claims 1-16 are currently pending. Reexamination and reconsideration of the 
pending claims are respectfully requested. 

For the purposes of the Office Action of May 4, 201 1, the Examiner has selected a 
species that the Examiner has determined reads on claims 1-9 and 13-16. The Office Action of 
May 4, 201 1, addresses the patentability of claims 1-9 and 13-16. Accordingly, for the purposes 
of this response, claims 10-12 are withdrawn as nonOelected with respect to the current species 
under consideration. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicants respectfully traverse 
this rejection. However, in order to expedite prosecution claim 9 has been amended. Applicants, 
therefore, respectfully request withdrawal of this rejection. 

The Office Action also rejects claims 1-8, 14 and 15 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Azuma et al. (JP 2000-053677). The Office Action rejects claims 1-3, 5-7, 14 
and 15 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chen et al. (US 2004/0106003 Al). The 
Office Action further rejects claims 3 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chen et al. (US 2004/0106003 Al) in view of Sato et al. (JP 1 1-302639 A). The Office Action 
also rejects claim 16 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chen et al. (US 
2004/0106003 Al) in view of Suzurisato et al (JP 2002-324676) and over Azuma et al. (JP 2000- 
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053677) in view of Suzurisato et al. (JP 2002-324676). Applicants respectfully traverse these 
rejections. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner indicates that claims 9 and 1 3 recite allowable 
subject matter. See Office Action at pp. 9-10. In view of these statements, claims 1 5 8, and 14 
have been amended to incorporate the allowable subject matter of claim 9 identified by the 
Examiner. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that claims 1,8, and 14 and consequently 
dependent claims 2-7, 9, and 15-16 are patentable over the cited art. In addition, as indicated by 
the Examiner claims 9 and 1 3 are patentable over the cited prior art for the features recited 
therein. 

It should also be noted that although the allowable subject matter of claim 9 was 
incorporated into claim 8, claim 9 still further limits claim 8 with respect to the non-elected 
species currently not under examination. Thus, claim 9 is still further limiting and thus a proper 
dependent claim.
